Panel Discusses Pros 


and Cons of School 


Unification Before Hillview PTA Meet 


Unification of schools in a given 
area usually proves a mixed bles- 
sing—if indeed it proves to be a 
blessing at all—members of the 
Hillview school PTA were told 
last week. 

The summary of effects of uni- 
fication was given by a panel com- 
posed of Dr. Byron Curry, assist- 
ant county superintendent of 
of schools; Warren Natwick, also 
from the San Mateo county school 
department and Pat Merrick, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the San Mateo 
county taxpayers association. 
marks to generalities and did not 
discuss the merits or demerits of 
unification of any special area in 
which the Menlo Park Elementary 
School district 


might become in- 

volved. 
Instead, Dr. Curry traced the 
usual history of unifications as 


they have taken place elsewhere; 
Merrick observed that whether or 
not unification of school districts 
takes place in any part of San Ma- 
teo county, more classrooms will 
have to be built to house school 
populations and Natwick observ- 
ed that unification sometimes re- 
sults in ‘“compartmentalization,” 
sometimes making the organiza- 
tion less effective than the pre- 
sent cooperation between small 
individual districts. 

Curry pointed out, however, 
that in some cases the state en- 
courages unification by allow- 
ing combined high school - ele- 
mentary agencies to bond them- 
selves more heavily than either 
could do as individual agencies. 
The discussion was opened by 
Curry, who traced the mechanics 
and terminology of combining 

school districts so as to form “un- 
ion districts,’ “joint union dis- 
tricts,” and unified districts. 

It is in the latter, he pointed 
out, that the education of all chil- 
dren from kindergarten through 
eighth grade classes is under the 
aegis of one school board; such an 
agency has one budget and a sin 
gle school board. 

Such districts also have, rather 
than single superintendents, ad- 
ministrative groups, some of 
which may grow to some size. 

“In fact,” Dr. Curry comment- 
ed, “some of the administrative | 
group members may cooperate 
and coordinate their program 
worse than the school administra- 
tors of independent districts. 

Natwick discussed such phases 
of school unification as the effect 
it would have on responsibility of 
the trustees who, in a unified dis- 
trict, have full responsibility for 
the curriculum. In some of the 
smaller districts, such as the sim- 
ple elementary district, this re- 
sponsibility is shared with state 
and county school offices. 


(Menlo Park, Ravenswood and 
Las Lomitas school districts aban- 
doned the “simple” status last 
year, and were declared to be 
“city” school districts after last 
May’s elections.—ed.) 

“Whether or not a board of | 


trustees can maintain control 
over a.large, unified district, in- 
cluding all grades from kinder- 
garten through possibly even 
junior college level depends, 
vegy much, on the leadership se- 
cured,” he observed. 

“But,” he warned, 
eration can’t be secured automa: 
tically merely by unification.’ 

Dr. Curry returned to the dis-| 
cussion to point out that in sparse-} 
ly populated areas unification is 
of considerable benefit. But 
area approaches complete urban- 
ization, the benefits become hard-} 
ar to prove. 

Merrick, in his portion of the} 
program, pointed out that the |

cations, while realizing that class-} 
rooms to house the additional stu-| 
dents growing up in the county!

“By 1960,” he observed, ‘“we} 
will need $84,000,000 worth of!

Hillview school PTA last week 
decided to aim at providing $1400 
worth of stage equipment for the 
school’s multi-use room, as the 
group’s next major long-range pro- 
ject. 

The acquisition of such a large 
amount of money will take more 
than the remainder of the current 
year, however, and since one PTA 
group cannot encumber a succeed- 
ing one, the project may have to 
be done by units. 

Cost of furnishing the stage i: 
based on an estimate placed in 
the Menlo Park Elementary 
School District last year, but later 
stricken in an economy move.

Richard W. Arnold recently declared that, 
based on information supplied him by a friend, 
he is reversing his stand on the Sequoia High 
School Bond Issue. 

In support of his new position he states that 
his friend quotes a Mrs. Caplan as having said, 
“We cannot approve seating facilities for Carl- 
mont athletics costing $70,000 and at the same 
time propose a bond issue proscribing spectator 
facilities for new schools.” What bothers me is: , 
Why and why is it that the new schools, which 
it is stated are austerity schools, are to cost over 
$3,000,000 each?

Is it 
not a fact that the same must be true of the 
proposal, same amount, $62,250,000, same pro- 
gram, to, be voted on March 1? 

Since no changes whatever are being offered 
or contemplated, is there any justification for 
now giving Supt. Ogden’s Administration a vote 
of confidence? 

On the contrary, everything indicates that, 
logically, if this district is to solve it’s diffi- 
culties we must continue to show no confidence. 
By doing so, we can bring about a change that is 
aoceptRbie to all of the people who must foot the 
bill.

In a recent letter Colonel Louis Weiss pointed 
out that if the $6,250,000 Sequoia Bond Election 
had been scheduled for May 20, when the next 
regular trustee election is due, we still would 
have some 27 months elapsed time to build new 
schools. That being the case why waste the addi- 
tional funds for special elections, when, accord- 
ing to the Sequoia Administration, only 26 
months is required to build these schools? This 
doesn’t appear to be good economy. 

Due to the additional time such postpone- 
ment would have provided, the school admin- 
istrators and the board would have had an op- 
portunity to review the program and_ possibly 
come up with something that the people could 
in good conscience accept . 

There appears to be considerable doubt in 
many peoples mind whether it is advisable to 
build two schools of 800 capacity when one 
school of 1500 to 2000 student capacity would 
more than serve the need, and at the same time 
be more economical. 

The building of only one school at this time 
would save thousands of dollars for the tax- 
payers in administration costs. How? One less 
Sehool Principal, Registrar, Librarian, and Sec- 
retary; two less Deans: and less Custodial em- 
ployees, etc. 

It appears to many of us that so far we have 
not been presented with a reasonable program 
that is constructive and economical, and | for 
one feel that the present program, like previous 
programs, does not deserve the support of the 
taxpayers.

ing bond issue in the Las Lomitas School Dis- 
trict. This in particular reference to the recom- 
mendations of our Association, which has sought 


Taxpayers, 


for many months to inject some common sense 
into the deliberations of the district school 
trustees. But such recommendations were dis- 


missed as “impractical.” 

Basically, our Association's program calls for 
locating the new classroom space the need for 
which we fully recognize and for which we are 
fully prepared to pay our share—in the areas of 
the district where most of the pupils live. Is 
this an “impractical” suggestion? 

For example, consider the so-called “Ladera” 
issue. According to recent figures furnished by 
the District School Superintendent, there were 
811 punils attending the two schools of the dis- 
trict, as of November, 1954. Only about 125 of 
this number, however, actually reside at Ladera 
ov within walking distance o {the school. All 
the other pupils presently attending Ladera are 
hauled by school bus two or three miles daily in 
each direction. To meet this situation, the Jor- 
eenson group and the trustees put forth the 
“practical” solution ot proposing to add four 
classrooms at the Ladera site, and keep more 
of the youngsters on the road, morning and 
afternoon. 

Aeninst this idea, our Association requested 
the school authorities to expand the Las Lo- 
mitas school, where seventy-five per cent or 
more of the pupils live. 

Contrary to the arbitrary judgment of the 
school board in this matter, it is obvious that

Lomitas school is satisfactory for classroom ex- 
pansion. 

The trustees have uniformly rejected all 
such suggestions, not alone from our group but 
trom other interested individuals, on the ground 
that the state will withhold a state loan, if state 
conditions are not met in every particular. What 
this comes down to is that our trustees are sur- 
rendering their po.icy-making powers on such 
vital points as site selection, school design and 
construction and type of school curriculum. 
Thus we may find that the Las Lomitas School 
district actually is being run. by bureaucrats of 
the State Department of Education, 

Our Association has further pleadéd with the 
trustees to develop a ten-year program for 
school construction, as against its present policy 
of selecting one site at a time. We asked that 
adjoining districts be consulted, so that the 
benefits of an intelligent, over-all planning 
pregram could be realized. 

And, finally, we asked the trustees to call a 
public meeting on the question of unification of 
the various school districts, an issue which Mr. 
Jorgenson dismisses with the comment that 
there is no immediate possibility that the ques- 
tion ‘will even be put before the voters, much 
less implemented.” 

The fact is that without responding in any 
way to our request, the Las Lomitas School 
Board, with the enthusiastic support of the Jor- 
genson committee, flatly refused to sanction a 
proposal to allow the voters to decide unitica- 
tion for themselves, as recently as last month, 
stating that such consolidation of districts would 
deprive Jocal boards of their autonomy. 

How the trustees can reconcile this stand with 
their abject obedience to the State department 
of education on all other matters is indeed a 
“practical” question. : 

The Association was reluctantly laced in the 
position last fall of opposing the bond issue 
because it was convinced that the taxpayers 
were not getting full value for their dollar. 

It must again record its opposition—and urge 
the voters of the district to do likewise—at the 
polls on February 8. All that has been changed 


is the size of the bond issue, which has been 
boosted more than a third, from $187,000 to 
$193,000. This is $56,000 more than the voters 


defeated four months ago. 
All the planning faults are still present. 


Until we have the basic far-sighted plan- 
ning we need in our local school situation, 
especially on the basis of unifying the over- 


lapping school districts, we fill find ourselves 
confronted with a succession of “emergency” 
bond issues, each adding to the tax burden, 
without contributing to a solution of the prob- 
lem.

Unfortunately, he and the other mem- 
bers of the Citizens’ Advisory. committee, to- 
gether with the school trustees, have adopted 
the expedient of “state aid” as the sole means 
of getting their job done, rather than work out 


a long-range plan which the voters can con- 
sistently approve. 

But the real point is that there is far more 
to this problem than rousing the voters to an 


emotional pitch every few months to put over 
another “emergency” bond issue. (Fewer elec- 
tions, by the way, would be a start in the direc- 
tion of economy, especially when the voters 
indicate by their “no” votes that they want a 
better plan.) 

All of us who live in California, everyone who 
lives on the peninsula, are in this together. We 
nay dodge and twist and squirm all we like, 
and delude ourselves that we are passing along 
our local responsibility onto the state, only to 
find that the sales, income and other taxes 
have been increased, so that the state can get the 
money to give us our so-called lower local 
school taxes. At this moment Governor Knight 
has urgently requested the legislature to appro- 
priate millions in new taxes. So much, then, for 
the “reduction” in taxes we are promised if we 
go along with the bond issue. 

Until the leadership of Las Lomitas school 
district is ready to face the issue of providing 
schools and remaining sdélvent, the voters will be 
justified in rejecting these successive bond 
issues. The taxpayers will respond affirmative- 
ly when they are presented with a workable 
slan.

Down fo Earth:

Most gardeners take soil for 
granted. They know it is heavy, 
medium or light. They talk about 
humus and know it is decayed ve- 
getable and animal matter. 

But they may think that the 
sprinkling of peat moss added 
two years ago has kept their soil 
somewhere around 50 per cent hu- 
mus. The fact is that most good 
soils have only 4 to 7 per cent hu- 
mus. 

Even this little bit accounts for 


squeezed it shows a certain resili- 
ency, whereas a handful of clay 
soil will squeeze into a solid mass. 
It is strange that we know so 
little about the substance that 
is most important in farming 
and gardening. When I see all 
the grass clippings dumped ov- 
er a cliff and the leaves burned 
I know how few gardeners are 
thinking about a season-to-sea- 
son program that could produce 
topflight soil. For it is the year- 
ly addition of organic material 
to soil that produces humus. 
The first thing to understand is 
that organic material and humus 
are not the same thing. 
Organic matter is a general 
term. It includes undecomposed 


manures, grasses, sawdust 
weeds and crop residues. In time 
all this can be converted into a ra- 
| ther uniform characteristic pro- 
! duct called humus.

It is a very complex substance 
chemically and has the wonderful 
facility of binding both nitrogen 
and phosphorus to soil particles. 
It is the only form of organic mat- 
ter that can be maniained in the 
soil very long. (Only about 1 to 2 
per cent of it declines from the 
soil yearly.) 

TEST RUN 

Tests have been run by treating 
one field with manure and anoth- 
er with a chemical fertilizer that 
approached the composition of 
manure. The manure plot produc- 
ed much better, and when treat- 
ment of the soil was discontinued 


th residual effects of the manure 
were much greater. ; 

While organic material in the 
soil is important in itself, it also 
catalyzes certain types of activi- 
ties in the soil and is itself de- 
composed in the process. When 
organic ‘matter is being broken 
down by bacterial action, carbon 
dioxide is produced at a rapid 
rate. This carbon dioxide in turn 
increases the solubility of many 
of the mineral nutrients in the 
soil, making them available to 
plants. This does not take place 
until the temperatures become 
favorable for-crop growth. 

This is one of the ‘most im- 
portant properties of organic 

material—the ability to release 
nutrients in synchronization 
with the needs of the growing 
crop. Nutrients are held against 
leaching when the crops are 
dormant. 

There are other facts about or- 
ganic matter, such as the possibil- 
ity of anti-biotic influence on cer- 
tain soil ‘borne diseases. There is 
also the possibiilty that carbon di- 
oxide in the atmosphere next to 
the soil may have a growth stimu- 
lating effect on plant leaves. Ger- 
tainly organic materials improve 
the structure of the soil, and the 
movement -of water (both drain- 
age and retention) in the soil, and

If I begin to sound like the 
‘muck and magic” gardeners who 
believe organic matter is the solu- 
tion to all problems, I do not 
mean to. The use of commercial 
fertilizers is essential. On most 
soils enough organic matter can- 
not be produced without a liberal 
use of commercial fertilizer, nor 
can profitable returns from com- 
mercial fertilizers be obtained 
without organic residues. 

Organic and commercial fertil- 
izers are inseparable and they 
must both be used by the garden- 


|er to incure success.

the soil whenever it is available 
(grass, leaves) and to buy manure 
and peat moss at least yearly -so 
the humus content of the soil is 
increased. 

Then commercial fertilizers 
are added during growing peri- 
ods so there will be plenty of 
nutrients, especially nitrogen. 

Commercial fertilizers are label- 

ed with three numbers. like 5-10-5. 
They are known as 
fertilizers .as they contain the 
three essential plant food ele- 
ments: nitrogen, phosphoric acid, 
and potash. The numbers repre- 
sent the proportion of these ele- 
ments in the order mentioned. 
They provide food, but have no 
effect on soil texture.

‘Same Old Story’ 
Says Mr. Conniff 
At PTA Conclave | 


That the cry, “They don’t teach 
children how to read, nowadays,” 


Brentwood PTA by Richard Con- 
niff, director of curriculum, Alum 
Rock School district, last week. 

“In the days when I was in ele- 
mentary school there were com- 
plaints that children were not be- 
ing taught how to read, even as 
today,” Dr. Conniff said. “One of 
the major reasons for this com- 
plaint is that all children are not) 
ready to read at the same chrono- 
logical age. Since the public 
school must be geared to the ‘av- 
erage’ child, some children will 
learn to read easily, while others 
will be ‘slow’.” 

Dr. Conniff pointed out that the 
first grade readers are prepared 
with the average child in mind, 
and although the teacher makes; 
an effort to see that each of her 
charges is ready for second grade 
reading by the end of the first 
year, some children are just not 
“ready.” 

He added that the home, too, 
plays a part in the reading readi-j 
ness of the child: that a child’s 
emotional home situation cither 
helps or hinders his progress. | 

Further, he lamented that the 
advent of television has brought a 
lessening in the reading habits of 
children. He advised that parents 
should read at least a half hour 
a day to their children, and to en- 
courage them to read, as well.
